A request comes in for in­ 
formation on th e making of a 
mossed wall. 
I am glad to give 
directions for such a wall as we 
h ave at Cardoza Gardens. 
Our mossed wall is in a small 
lath h ouse. 
First, against th e 
lath —inside—we tacked a good 
h eavy roofing paper. 
Th is is im 
perative. 
Against a lath ed wall 
it keeps out th e wind and air 
wh ich would oth erwise dry out 
th e moss; wh ile against a solid 
wall, it protects th e surface of 
th e wall. 
Second, against th e paper back­ 
ground at intervals of one foot 
all th e way around, we nailed 
th ree-quarter inch 
wood 
strips 
from top to bottom of th e wall. 
Th irdly to 
th ese 
strips 
we 
firmly tacked one-inch mesh wire 
netting. 
Th is h olds th e wire se­ 
curely so th at th e mossed wall 
will not 
bulge. 
Moreover, 
it 
makes th e wall strong enough to 
safely h old th e h ooks wh ich sup­ 
port th e plant baskets. 
Fourth ly, we put on th e moss. 
Th is is wh ere th e real fur. comes 
Th e moss is wh at is known 
green moss” (do 
not 
use 
spagh num moss). 
It is gath ered 
in th e woods in Oregon, Wash ­ 
ington, probably North ern Cali­ 
fornia, and sh ipped in bales, like 
so much h ay. 
W et it as you use 
it, about a tub full at a time, let­ 
ting it soak until it h as absorbed 
all th e w ater it will h old. 
Th is 
only takes a few minutes. Squeeze 
gently to get rid of surplus wa­ 
ter. 
Th en take a small h andful 
of moss and work it into th e 
wire. 
Work from th e outside, of 
course, 
(th at is, from th e side 
toward you) a wad of moss to 
practically every mesh , firming it 
in so th at th e wire is completely 
covered. 
Th is is a tedious job 
but h as its compensations in th e 
pleasant feel of th e moist, springy 
moss in th e h and, and th e de­ 
ligh tful woodsy odor 
By ligh tly resurfacing over th e 
face of th e old moss wall every 
spring, and by filling any h oles 
th at may appear from tim e to 
time, a mossed wall may be kept 
in good appearance for several 
years. 
Th e moss sh ould be well sprin­ 
kled every day, wetting th orough 
ly, except during a .rainy period 
if so located th at 
it 
receives 
moisture from th e rainfall. 
Th e wet mossed wall tends to 
raise th e h umidity in th e atmos­ 
ph ere and makes a h ealth y en 
vironment for th e plants h ang 
ing upon it. 
Also, it makes a 
most pleasing background 
for 
begonias and ferns, 
and 
many 
oth er plants as well. 
Wire 
baskets, 
also 
mossed 
(work from th e inside 
out 
in 
mossing th ese) and filled with 
wh atever soil mixture th e indi­ 
vidual plant requires, h old th e 
plants. 
Heavy wire can be bent 
into satisfactory h ooks for h old­ 
ing th e baskets. 
We bend th e 
h ook with one long end to stick 
down th rough th e wire of th e 
mossed wall. 
We use two such 
h ooks to a basket. 
One of th e deligh ts of a mossed 
wall is th e variety of little plants 
wh ich spring up on it, from seeds 
and spores scattered upon its sur­ 
face in h appier days in th e far 
north ern 
woods. 
Little 
ferns, 
ench anting little vines, foxgloves, 
and numerous oth er plants. 
Th at about exh austs th e h is­ 
tory of our wall. I may add th at 
customers wh o h ave copied th e 
idea h ave worked out variations 
suited to th eir own use. 
Some 
h ave a perforated w ater pipe all 
along th e top of th e wall, from 
wh ich water can be kept trick 
ling to keep th e moss uniformly 
moist all th e time in warm, dry 
weath er 
Some h ave used greater depth 
between- wire and paper back­ 
ground, filling th is space with 
peat and leafmold. 
Such a wall 
would be started at th e bottom 
and worked up in sections, filling 
as one progressed. In a deep wall 
plants may be set in spaces cut 
in th e wire, 
or 
even 
drawn 
th rough th e mesh es if th e plants 
are small enough , planted and 
grown directly in th e peat and

SYSTEM PROPOSED

Of cou rse, the 
Germans have su ch a plan; even 
the United States has a plan of 
attack on Canada, b u t those plans 
are known to no more than a 
dozen top men in Germany or in 
any other cou ntry. 
Direct checking b y the ab lest 
confidential sou rces here indicates 
the British may know more ab ou t 
the incident than the Germans. 
Keeping the neu trals arou sed is a 
British not a German pu rpose, 
and when all can b e told it will 
develop that they are qu ite clever 
a t it.

As long as those two continental 
neighb ors can b e kept in a state 
of neu tral alertness, they are b u f­ 
fers for the 
British. 
If they 
shou ld b ecome involved in the 
war, the German military ma­ 
chine cou ld easily roll down the 
North Sea coast and estab lish air 
and su b marine b ases there, nearer 
England. 
It wou ld likewise b e disastrou s 
to the British if the Balkan front 
were opened to German attack. 
Nearest French and British troops 
are in Syria, and while they cou ld 
b e thrown into a Balkan fray, the 
long line of su pplies arou nd to 
France and England, wou ld make 
their position hazardou s from a 
m ilitary standpoint. 
Extension of the conflict to 
Sweden and Norway wou ld like­ 
wise complicate the British front 
to a lesser extent. Neither Eng­ 
land nor Germany is interested 
in getting the Scandinavian cou n­ 
tries involved, b u t Ru ssia might 
b e later on after she has taken 
care of Finland.

TRUTH TAKES A DISGUISE 
If th e p eop le of Russia are under some miscon­ 
cep tions about th e Russo-Finnish conflict, h ere 
are a few reasons wh y . Th e following ex cerp ts are 
from Prav da, official Communist p arty organ: 
“Our p eop le lov e th e Red army and sp are 
noth ing for consolidation of its migh t.” 
“Th e Sov iet p eop le will read with lov e and 
admiration th e names of its daring sons figh ting 
under th e v ictorious banners of th e Red army for 
liberation of Finland’s toilers from op p ression of 
th e Mannerh eim gang and for th e security of our 
north western frontiers.” 
“Ev ery warrior figh ting against th e Wh ite 
Finns p erfectly realizes h is h onorable interna­ 
tional duty .” 
"Th e toilers of Finland regard th e Red army 
as th eir liberators from th e monstrous op p ression 
of Finnish cap italists, landlords, and th eir insp ir­ 
era, British and French imp erialists.” 
Th at’s Joe Stalin’s idea of th e truth . It's th e 
only kind of “news” th e Russian p eop le are p er­ 
mitted to read. 


OBEYING THE LAW 
“Rep resentativ es and direct tax es sh all be ap ­ 
p ortioned among th e sev eral states wh ich may 
be included with in th is union, according to th eir 
resp ectiv e numbers . . . with in ev ery subsequent 
term of 10 y ears, in such manner as th ey sh all 
by law direct," 
So p rov ides Article I, Section 2, p aragrap h 3 of 
th e U. S, Constitution. To comp ly with th is p ro­ 
v ision, th e Census Bureau was set up . Th e idea 
was to reap p ortion th e number of delegates to 
th e House each 10 y ears. 
In 1920, Congress slip p ed up on th is little duty . 
To rectify matters, a law wTas p assed in 1929 mak­ 
ing it mandatory up on Congress to abide by th e 
Constitution, but th e lawr was linked up with th e 
“lame duck” session, and it h as since become in­ 
op erativ e. 
Rep resentativ es are reluctant to do any reap ­ 
p ortioning if th eir jobs are at stake. Migrations in 
th e p ast 10 y ears will p robably cause some ch ang­ 
es in rep resentation. Yet, th e Constitution seems 
remarkably clear on th is p oint. Congressmen 
wouldn’t want to be unconstitutional, would th ey ? 


RATIONALIZING TRANSPORTATION 
In almost any line of business, legitimate com­ 
p etition is th e most effectiv e instrument for im­ 
p rov ing serv ice to th e p ublic. Generally sp eaking, 
th at fact is accep ted as a matter of course—but, 
so far as th e transp ortation business is concerned, 
we h av e to a large ex tent th rown it ov erboard. 
R. V. Fletch er of th e Association of American 
Railroads, cov ered th e p roblem tersely wh en h e 
said: “Say to any form of transp ortation th at to 
it, by gov ernment fiat, is giv en th e ex clusiv e 
p riv ilege of carry ing, and y ou immediately dull 
th e edge of industry by taking away th e incentiv e 
to energy . No one, by th e ex ercise of auth ority , 
can select a p re-determined sp h ere of activ ity . 
Th is must be ascertained by th e p lay of economic 
p rincip les gov erned by questions of costs, in th e 
ligh t of p ublic demands as to certainty , sp eed 
and safety . . . ” 
Our ex isting transp ortation legislation makes 
normal comp etition v irtually imp ossible. One kind 
of carrier is subsidized by th e tax p ay ers, and 
anoth er is tax p enalized. One kind is regulated, 
wh ile anoth er is h alf regulated and still anoth er 
is h ardly regulated at all. Th ere is no equality in 
th e p resent laws—and th e result is detrimental 
not only to th e carriers, but to all th ose wh o use 
transp ortation serv ice. 
Now p ending in Congress is a long considered, 
ex h austiv e bill wh ose p rincip al p urp ose is to ra­ 
tionalize transp ortation, and to p ut all carriers on 
an ev en footing. Th is bill, aside from minor dif­ 
ferences, h as p assed both branch es by h eav y ma­ 
jorities. Th ose differences are now being ironed 
out and Congress can do th e nation no greater 
serv ice th an to giv e th e bill early ap p rov al.

A NATURAL OR AN ARTIFICIAL 
GOVERNMENT 
Inasmuch as we in th e United States are h av ing 
th e gov ernment do a great many th ings nowaday s 
th at are artificial, and h av e not been successful 
in th e p ast, wh at a great economist, Frederic Bas- 
tiat, h ad to say on th is subject in 18 48 , th e y ear in 
wh ich France was turned ov er from a monarch y 
to a rep ublic, is enligh tening. It is a ch allenge to 
th ose th eorists wh o now contend th at we can im­ 
p rov e th e lot of man by more and more gov ern­ 
m ent I quote: 
"Th e question is th is, Are th e ev ils (I do not 
sp eak h ere of ev ils wh ich arise from our nativ e 
infirmity )—are th e ev ils to wh ich society is sub­ 
ject imp utable (attributable) to th e action of 
natural social Jaws, or to our disturbance of th at 
action ? 
i 
“Now, h ere we h av e two co-ex istent facts, Ev il 
: —and Public Force, engaged to counteract th e 
natural social laws. Is th e first of th ese facts th e 
consequence of th e second? For my own p art, I 
believ e so; I sh ould ev en say , I am certain of it. 
But at th e same time I can attest th is, th at in 
p rop ortion as ev il is dev elop ed, gov ernments in­ 
v ariably seek for a remedy in new disturbances 
of th e natural laws, and th eorists rep roach th em 
with not going far enough . Am I not th ence en­ 
titled to conclude th at th ey h av e but little confi­ 
dence in th ese laws? 
"Undoubtedly , if th e question is between isola­ 
tion and ex ch ange we are at one. But if th e ques­ 
tion be between free and comp ulsory ex ch ange, 
does th e same th ing h old? Is th ere noth ing forced, 
factitious, restrained, constrained, in France, in 
th e manner in wh ich serv ices wh ich h av e rela­ 
tion to trade, to credit, to conv ey ances, to th e arts, 
to education, to religion, are ex ch anged? Are 
labor and cap ital distributed naturally between 
agriculture and manufactures ? Wh en ex isting 
interests are disturbed, are th ey allowed of th eir 
own accord to return to th eir natural ch annels? 
Do we not encounter trammels and obstacles on 
all sides? Are th ere not a h undred p rofessions 
wh ich are interdicted to th e majority of th e p eo­ 
p le? Is th e Roman-Cath olic not forced to p ay for 
th e serv ices of th e Jewish Rabbi, and th e Jew for 
th e serv ices of th e Cath olic p riest? Is th ere a 
single man in France wh o h as receiv ed th e educa­ 
tion wh ich h is p arents would h av e giv en h im 
h ad th ey been free? Are not our minds, our man­ 
ners, our ideas, our emp loy ments, fash ioned under 
th e regime of th e arbitrary , or at least of th e 
artificial? Now, I ask, wh eth er th us to disturb 
th e free ex ch ange of serv ices is not to abjure and 
deny th e h armony of interests? On wh at ground 
am I robbed of my liberty , unless it be th at it is 
judged h urtful to oth ers? Is it p retended th at it 
is injurious to my self? Th is would be but to add 
one antagonism th e more. And only th ink! in 
wh at a situation sh ould we find ourselv es if na­ 
ture h ad p laced in each man’s h eart a p ermanent 
irrep ressible sp ring of action, urging h im to injure 
th ose around h im, and at th e same time to injure 
h imself ? 
"Alas! we h av e tried ev ery th ing—wh en sh all 
we make trial of th e simp lest th ing of all—Lib­ 
erty ? Liberty in all th at does not offend against 
justice—liberty to liv e, adv ance, imp rov e—th e 
free ex ercise of our faculties—th e free inter­ 
ch ange of serv ices. A beautiful and solemn sp ec­ 
tacle it would h av e been h ad th e p ower wh ich 
sp rang from th e rev olution of February th us ad­ 
dressed our citizens:

You may work freely and as y ou p lease during 
th e day , and sleep in p eace at nigh t. I h av e taken 
under my ch arge th e security of p erson and p rop ­ 
erty —th at is my mission, and I will fulfil it— 
but I accep t no oth er. Let th ere th en be no longer 
any misunderstanding between us. Henceforth y ou 
sh all p ay me only th e ligh t tribute wh ich is neces­ 
sary for th e maintenance or order and th e adminis­ 
tration of justice. Keep in mind th at h enceforth 
ev ery man must dep end up on h imself for h is sub­ 
sistence and adv ancement. Turn no longer y our 
longing ey es to me. Ask me no longer for wealth , 
for emp loy ment, for credit, for education, for re­ 
ligion, for morality . Nev er forget th at th e main­ 
sp ring of y our dev elop ment is in y ourselv es. As for 
me, I nev er act but th rough th e interv ention of 
force. I h av e noth ing, absolutely noth ing, but wh at 
I deriv e from y ou, and for th is reason I cannot con­ 
fer ev en th e smallest adv antage on one ex cep t 
at th e ex p ense of anoth er. Cultiv ate y our fields, 
th en, manufacture and ex p ort y our p roducts, car­ 
ry on trade, afford each oth er credit, render and 
receiv e serv ices freely , educate y our ch ildren, set 
th em out in life, cultiv ate th e arts, imp rov e y our 
minds, refine and p urify y our tastes and senti­ 
ments, unite, form industrial and ch aritable asso- 
ciations, join y our efforts for y our indiv idual good 
and th at of th e p ublic, follow y our inclinations, 
fulfil y our destinies by th e free ex ercise of y our 
p owers, y our ideas, and y our foresigh t. Ex p ect 
liom me only two th ings—Liberty and Security — 
and dep end up on it y ou cannot ask me for a th ird 
with out losing th e oth er two/ 
1 ^ J ^ r o u g h ly p ersuaded th at if th e rev olu­ 
tion of February h ad p roclaimed th ese p rincip les 
\\e nev er sh ould h av e h ad anoth er rev olution, 
is it p ossible to conceiv e th at citizens, left p er­ 
fectly free in all oth er resp ects, would consp ire 
to ov erturn a p ower wh ose action was limited to 
th e satisfaction of th e most p ressing, th e most 
deep ly felt of all our social requirements, th e re­ 
quirements of Justice?" 


op ened to ev en th e most moderate and fair re­ 
v isions a stamp ede migh t be started to wreck th e 
entire act. A y ear ago th ere was th e p rosp ect of 
needed rev ision, but it was blocked for just such a 
reason. 
On th at th eory th e most defectiv e and 
h urtful legislation ev er enacted—and th e Wagner 
law is close to th at classification—would nev er be 
amended. 
For y ears th e country h as been steadily awak­ 
ening to th e damage being done by th is act and for 
month s a h ouse inv estigating committee h as been 
ex p osing th e weakness and bias both of th e act 
and its administration. But now it is sh own th at 
no matter wh at th e committee may rep ort or 
recommend th ere will be h ard sledding for rev ision 
m Congress. 
First of all, any rev ision measure 
must go th rough th e h ands of th e h ouse labor com­ 
mittee; and th e ch airman of th at committee, Mrs. 
Mary Norton of New Jersey , h as indicated th at 
noth ing of a drastic nature will be allowed to eet 
by h er group . 
May be not, in v iew of th e sup p ression of rev ision 
mov es p rev iously .

—Winston Ch urch ill’s th reatening 
adv ice to th e neutrals to trust 
th e Allies—to join th em or die— 
is consistent with ev ery word h e 
h as said as an indiv idual since 
1918 .

It p rop osed or 
consented to th e economic emas­ 
culation of Vienna and th e p re­ 
v ention of some kind of customs 
union among Germanic and mu­ 
tually dep endent p eop les wh ich 
could h av e p rev ented Mr. Hitler’s 
Ansch luss and p ossibly th is war. 
It was th orough ly kosh er for 
Mr. Ch urch ill, as an indiv idual, in 
h is ap p eal to Warsaw and Pra­ 
gue to say : "If at any time Bri­ 
tain and France, weary ing of th e 
struggle, were to make a sh ame­ 
ful p eace, noth ing would remain 
for th e smaller states of Europ e 
but to be div ided between th e 
op p osite th rough similar, barbar­ 
isms of Nazidom and Bolsh ev ism.” 
But h ow could any sp okesman of 
France or Mr. Nev ille Ch amber- 
lain h av e h ad th e nerv e to sav 
th at. 
France, in sp ite of solemn treaty 
obligations to th e small nations of 
th e "Cordon Sanitaire" wh ich sh e 
h ad negotiated to "ring Germany 
with a wall of steel," tossed both 
Prague and Warsaw to th e wolv es 
and Mr. Ch amberlain gav e th e 
Prague sacrifice h is blessing to 
secure "p eace for our times.” 
Th at may h av e been necessary , 
but, in th e sense, in wh ich Mr! 
Ch urch ill now sp eaks, it was a 
“sh ameful p eace" in wh ich both 
England and France p articip ated 
Poland fough t on th e Allied 
side. Czech oslov akia didn’t. Th is 
was largely because, at th e crisis, 
Britain and France p romised to 
aid Polap d and not th e Czech s. 
It made no difference. Both were 
“div ided 
between 
th e 
op p osite 
th rough similar 
barbarisms 
of 
Nazidom and Bolsh ev ism.” 
Finland acted in ex act accord 
with Mr. Ch urch ill’s p lea. Sh e 
h eld th e p ass at Th ermop y lae. 
Mr. Ch urch ill smoth ers h er with 
sy mp ath y and crowns h er with 
bay leav es. But we h av e y et to 
h ear of England or France de­ 
claring war on Russia or sending 
Finland a coup le of h undred war 
p lanes and an army corp s. We 
only h ear about wh at h eels we 
are because we h av en’t sold h er 
arms on tick. 
Th ese ex amp les can’t be v ery 
encouraging to th e small neutrals 
not to "feed th e crocodiles,” to 
rely on th e sup p ort of Britain and 
France and to join th e battle 
against German th reats and v io­ 
lence. Up to now, if th e croco­ 
diles got a meal it was because 
th e Allies fed th em th e neutrals 
to "ap p ease” th eir ap p etites. 
As a student of military affairs, 
I agree with th e main idea of Mr’ 
Ch urch ill's sp eech — Scandinav ia 
(including 
Denmark) 
Belgium 
Finland. Th e 
Neth erlands 
and 
Switzerland are all on th e sp ot 
with Britain and France. If th ese 
western nations joined th e alli- 


retary Harry Woodring out of- th e 
Cabinet by offering h im anoth er 
job continue to p rov e unav ailing. 
Th e 
little 
Kansan 
refuses 
to 
budge. 
Roosev elt’s latest offer was to 
make h im U. S. Ambassador to 
Italy . 
Ambassador 
William 
Ph illip s is p lanning to retire in 
th e sp ring and Roosev elt saw a 
ch ance of killing two birds with 
one stone—filling th e p ost quickly 
and at th e same time getting sh ed 
of Woodring in th e Cabinet. But 
h e wouldn’t bite. 
"Harry ,” th e President said in­ 
gratiatingly , "h ow would y ou and 
th e Mrs. like to go to Rome?” 
"Th anks, Mr. President,” was 
th e p romp t rep ly . 
"It was nice 
of y ou to th ink of us, but I don’t 
want to go to Rome.” 
And th at was th at. 
Roosev elt 
smiled, Woodring grinned back at 
h im—and is still in th e Cabinet. 
Ap p arently it’s going to take more 
th an sugar-coated h int to dislodge 
th e Secretary of War. 
Bricker For President 
With out p ublic announcement, 
th e p residential camp aign of Gov ­ 
ernor Joh n Bricker of Oh io h as 
been th rown into h igh gear again. 
It was v oluntarily switch ed off 
sev eral month s ago after a series

h im a h at. 
He remained beh ind after th e 
oth ers left, to discuss sev eral le­ 
gal matters with th e President, 
and wh en h e emerged from th e of­ 
fice h is h at was gone. Th ere was 
a h at on th e rack, but it wasn’t 
Jackson’s and

If th e wh ite settlers fail 
to utilize th e natural resources 
and refuse to let oth ers do so, 
wh at righ t more sacred th an th at 
of th e indigenes do th ey h av e for 
with h olding resources from th ose 
wh o need th em? 
Sh all we ap p ly 
different standards of morality 
to th e different races? 
Are not 
we under moral obligation 
to 
giv e th e world th e benefit of 
natural resources as clearly as 
were th e original occup ants? 
If th e failure of th e Indians 
to utilize th e land gav e us a 
moral righ t to take it away from 
th em, do 
we h av e 
a 
moral 
righ t to 
keep 
th e 
land fallow 
lest needy nations secure, at less 
ex p enditure of th eir own labor 
th an we th ink th ey ough t to p art 
with , th e cotton and th e corn 
wh ich our cultiv ation of th e land 
would, y ield? 
To encourage nations in con­ 
fiscating th e p rop erties of foreign 
inv estors, as we now do, will in­ 
directly be a p rov ocation to fu­ 
ture wars of aggression. A p eace 
gesture wh ich tolerates or con­ 
dones v iolation of natural righ ts, 
p lants th e seeds for future con­ 
flicts. 
To sanction and p rotect 
th e confiscation by th e Mex ican 
gov ernment 
of 
foreign-owned 
p rop erties is an announcement to 
th e world th at foreign cap ital 
and foreign initiativ e are inv ited 
to stay away from th e so-called 
rep ublics south 
of 
us, 
th ough 
th ese neith er will nor can de­ 
v elop th eir own resources. 
Such 
announcement 
migh t 
not 
be 
dangerous if it were true th at a 
nation h as a moral righ t to with ­ 
h old natural resources from ex ­ 
p loitation 
by 
any body , 
ev en 
th ough th e rest of h umanity need­ 
ed th em. 
But th is, we h av e 
seen, is not th e case. 
Th e legal 
righ t of a nation ov er p rop erty 
with in its own borders grew out 
of th e assump tion th at th e in­ 
terest of h umanity is best serv ed 
wh en each nation is left to h andle 
its own internal affairs. But any 
law wh ich is abused or misused 
will be annulled by th e necessity 


wh ich such abuse creates. Wh en 
it becomes clear to all th at ev ­ 
ery nation is interested in th e 
p rosp erity of ev ery oth er nation, 
one th at fails to establish a gov ­ 
ernment strong enough to dev elop 
or p ermit th e dev elop ment of 
needed natural 
resources, 
will 
h av e few if any friends but many 
enemies. 
Aggression by some is 
certain to follow, and none will 
find v alid ex cuse for rush ing to 
th e rescue of th e p rov oker. 
Wh ile 
oth er nations 
are by 
necessity driv en to wage sav age 
war of conquest to obtain th e 
natural 
resources 
essential for 
th em to sustain life, we are de­ 
stroy ing th e p roducts of a boun­ 
tiful land. 
By th at p olicy we 
h av e become th e ones wh o in th e 
last analy sis p rov oked oth ers to 
th e 
slaugh ter 
of innocents in 
Eth iop ia and Ch ina. 
If we p er­ 
sist in th e future to p ursue th e 
same p olicy of destroy ing th e 
fruit of th e soil or leav e th e 
fields fallow rath er th an ex ch ange 
our surp luses with oth er nations 
wh o need th em, we sh all h av e 
to deal with th e offsp ring of our 
own folly in th e rep ublics to th e 
south . 
Nature, after all, is just 
and will not be bullied. 
Euro­ 
p eans as well as Asiatics wh o 
need food and cloth ing and are 
ready and willing to work for 
th em, are not going to suffer 
th emselv es to famish so long as 
th ere are somewh ere amp le un­ 
used natural resources av ailable 
for p roduction of wh at is needed. 
So 
long 
as 
th e 
Latin 
re­ 
p ublics adh ered to a p olicy of 
dev elop ment 
and 
utilization of 
th e natural resources with in th eir 
resp ectiv e borders, and so long 
as Europ ean nations were im­ 
p elled in th eir imp erialistic asp i­ 
rations by no motiv e oth er th an 
th at of national aggrandizement, 
th e Monroe Doctrine was a wise 
warning to th e emp ire builders. 
But wh ere it becomes ev ident 
th at any of th e countries ov er 
wh ich we h av e th us, for our own 
p rotection, p resumed to establish 
a quasi-p rotectorate, is obv iously 
incap able, eith er morally or in- 
intellectually , of maintaining a 
gov ernment wh ich will p ermit th e 
use of 
Nature’s 
av ailable re* 
sources by affording safety to 
th ose wh o dev elop th e industries 
and p roduce th e wealth wh ich 
th e world needs, th en inv asion 
by oth ers becomes justified be­ 
cause imp elled by th e first law 
of Nature—namely , self-p reserv a­ 
tion. Such aggression under such 
circumstances is not a th reat 
against th e United States or th e 
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of secret p ow-wows with Senator :u 0ldd. subject local officials and 
Bob Taft, at wh ich Bricker agreed 
to giv e h is fellow Oh ioan a clear 
field. Taft h as been busily cam­ 
p aigning ev er since, dash ing about 
th e country with 
h is dy namic 
wife, making numerous sp eech es, 
and jousting with Roosev elt ov er 
balancing th e budget. 
Recently Bricker lieutenants de­ 
cided th at Taft’s boom was not 
catch ing on. 
After contacting 
friendly leaders in a number of 
states, th ey quietly reop ened th eir 
h eadquarters at 120 South La­ 
Salle street, Ch icago, and are 
again doing business at th e old 
stand. 
According to a 
p riv ate letter 
sent out to state leaders, "Gov ­ 
ernor Bricker h as not sanctioned 
th is activ ity , and in all p robabil­ 
ity will not ap p rov e of it.” 
But 
to date h e h asn’t disap p rov ed and 
th e camp aigning goes merrily on. 
Bricker intimates consider h im 
a v ictim of rep eated bad breaks. 
If it h adn’t been for Taft, th ey 
say , th e Gov ernor would by now 
h av e been far out in front as a 
“fav orite son” candidate. 
Anoth er bad break th ey list is 
th e Clev eland relief mess.

m atter sent out by th e Bricker 
h eadquarters, no mention is made 
of th e relief controv ersy . 
He is 
p ictured as a great v ote getter 
and administrator, but th ere is 
not one word about relief.

“Atta boy , 
Jack,” h e laugh ed. "You tell ’em. 
Th ey can’t sh ov e us around."
